The planing mill a few years later

It was barely fin­ 
ished when he sold it to the silk 
mill. 
For many years they did quite 
a business in replacing broken cast­ 
ings. Capt Gilbert also worked out j 
plans by which Civil W ar gun car- 1 
riages were duplicated in cast iron 
for this, and other, battlefield mark- . 
ers. These castings were so accurate- | 
ly made that practically no machine 
work was needed for their assembly.! 
Mr. James Kepner, who was his 
moulder for many years, was a "top 
notch" workman. 
Brick Making 
Tilere had been a large brick- j 
yard where the high school now 
stands—Houck's. It was not operat­ 
ing in my time, but the clay "pits” 
were still very plain. In fact, they 
still are if you have the knowledge 
to interpret the contours. 
Brick 
Yard Lane was the designation of 
the road into and past the high 
school. 
The Pfeffer yard was in operation I 
for many years—on the western slope : 
of Cemetery hill, between the Em­ 
mitsburg and Taneytown road&. and \ 
toe outline of the clay pits can still 
be seen. I guess the exhaustion of 
the supply of material by reaching 
the Taneytown road, was a factor in 
its 
abandonment—for the proper 
mixture of sand and clay is not us­ 


ually very deep, and when the sur­ 
face Is used, it is all used. 
And so came to an end our clay 
brick industry. 
Some 
years later, 
tile Auburn 
Shale Brick company developed a 
good-sized plant northwest of town, 
to utilize a different type of m ater­ 
ial, but that too has now “gone by 
the board." 
Potteries 
We had two of them— 
The Utz Pottery—on the western 
slope of Seminary ridge, north of 
the Springs road, where a suitable 
type of clay was found 
The Menchey Pottery—on South 
Washington street, Just north of 
Breckenridge street. I remember it 
distinctly, but do not remember the 
source of their clay. They are both 
listed in the 1880 Directory. 
A considerable line of kitchen ware 
and flower pots was produced on 
man-power wheels.
